“T personally will have an 
‘always open to ideas’ attitude 
for approaching individuals 
and organizations,’’ Linker 
continued. 

The write-in candidate is 
Lee. M. Castleton. He em- 
phasizes ‘‘the principles of 
fairness to all, quality of ser- 
vices and efficiency of 
operation [as the] paramount 
operating consideration.”’ 


By talking to student, 
faculty and associated 
students officers as well as 
reading literature of campus- 
wide distribution, he will gain 
consensus of opinion on issues 
before the board,"’ according 
to Castleton.

Dr. Margaret McKoane, 
CSUS Director of Student Ac- 
tivities, has been named direc- 
tor of the Program for Re- 
entering Students.

‘She will be following up on 
a number of activities 
originated this past year, 
among them a re-entering 
student counseling program 
which was established by Dr 
Virginia Kidd, Director of 





Conferences and Continuing 
Education Programs for 
Women. 

“One of Dr. McKoane’s 
first assignments will be to 
develop a comprehensive 
program designed to facilitate 
the admission, orientation and 
counseling of adults who are 
potentially CSUS students,”’ 
Endres continued. 

McKoane, who holds a doc- 
torate from Teachers College, 
Columbia University in 
Student Personnel Ad- 
ministration, has been a CSUS 
administrator since 1960. She 
earned a Master of Arts 
degree in Guidance 
Psychology from Michigan 
State University 

McKoane was instrumental 
in establishing the Child Care 
Center in 1970. From 1968 to 
1970 she served as Chair of the 
Student Affairs Committee 


which facilitated the 
development and adoption of a 
Student Bill of Rights. 

In 1973 she served as Chair 
of the Student Affairs Com- 
mittee which facilitated the 
development and adoption of a 
Student Bill of Rights. 

In 1973 she served on the 
Task Force on the Evening 
Student, whose recommen- 
dations resulted in the expan- 
sion of University services 
during evening hours for 
students. 

On the community level, 
McKoane is a past president of 
the Sacramento Chapter of 
Women in Educational Ad- 
ministration and a former 
president of the Sacramento 
Psychological Association

Pultroon’s slush fund

J. Pretzel Pultroon, can- 
didate for Associated Students 
President, was on the receiv- 
ing end of a 36 cent slush fund 
at a local Orange Julius stand 
during 1972. 

The revelation was made 
today by the stand’s owner, 
Bathsheba Butt, former 
stripper and ermployer of 
Pultroon’s. 

“IT had this glass pig full of 
coins that I was going to use te 
buy a new slush machine.’’ 
Butt said in an interview, ‘‘I 
went into the john room for a 
minute, and when I come out, I 
seen J. Pretzel holding that lit- 
tle porker upside down and 
shoving a knife up his back. 

“He just stood there with a 
funny look on his face, coins 
falling out all over the place, 
and asked me if I never heard 
of Razorbacks. I said yes I 
had, and then he told me that 
my little glass pig was a 
knifeback. When I checked, I 
found 37 cents gone.”’ 

After this embarrassing 
episode, Puiltroon took his 
revenge cn Butt by forgetting 
to bathe or shower every day 
for eight months 
consecutively. He was fired 
when five customers in a row 
threw up as they walked in the 
door. 

Pultroon then dropped out 


of sight until he was arrested 
in late 1973 for rolling ladies of 
the evening. 

According to authorities, 
Pultrcon’s modus operandi 
consisted of taking a girl to a 
motel room, cruelly un- 
dressing in front of her, and 
stealing all her money as she 
lay in helpless fits of 
hysterical laughter on the 
floor.

Aerosols linked to skin cancer, climate changes

How much do you know 
about aerosols? Do you know 
what is being sprayed? Do you 
know if they have any effect on 
the human body? Or on our en- 
vironment? 

SB 217, proposed by Sen. 
John Dunlap (D-Napa), would 
place a three-year 
moratorium aerosol 
production and uSe in Califor- 
nia. 

Why? Skin cancer, severe 
climate changes and 
ultraviolet radiation were 
named as possible aerosol 
dangers when the bill came up 
before the Senate Health and 
Welfare Committee. 

Professor F.S. Rowland’s 
discovery has prompted much 
of the current concern. His 
research showed that free 
chlorine can be derived 
through the action of light 
from chlorofluromethanes, 
such as those used as 
propellants in aerosol cans. 


Thuis chlorine destroys 
large amounts of ozone. Yet 
life is said to have evolved on 
Earth only after a protective 
blanket of™oz 
filter out deadly ultraviolet 


formed to ° 


rays from the sun. 

Ozone is produced in the 
stratosphere when the sun’s 
rays bounce off the earth, ac- 
cording to Prof. Rowland. It is 
estimated that if there was a 
major catastrophe and ail of 
the existing ozone were des- 
troyed, it would be naturally 
replaced in three weeks 


Ozone Depletion 


But at present, the ozone is 
being depieted faster than it is 
being replaced! Not only 
aerosols, but super-sonic 


transports and leakage from 


refrigeration units all cause a 
depletion of ozone. 

“The U.S. is responsible for 
half of the world’s flurocar- 
bons that deplete ozone,”’ said 
Rowland. ‘Europe, _prin- 
cipally Germany, is res- 
ponsible for the rest.” 

Chlorofluromethane gases 
are often known by the DuPont 
tradename of Freon. 
Worldwide it is estimated that 
one million tons of these gases 
are released annually. 

It takes about 10 years for 
flurocarbons to reach the 
Stratosphere layer of ozone 





over seven miles above us. So 
even if the release of these 
chemicals were stopped, the 
atmosphere would continue to 
deteriorate for 10 years. Fur- 
thermore, the chemicals 
would last 50 to 100 years in the 
atmosphere. 


Senate Hearing 


At the Senate hearing the 
opposition argued that the 
research was unfounded and 
that SB 217 discriminated 
against industry. The 
proponents indicated a 
dramatic increase in skin 
cancer is but one of the an- 
ticipated problems from des- 
truction of the ozone layer. 
Severe climate changes in 
world temperatures and 
glacial movement were cited 
possibilities. 


Recent Federal 
developments have added to 
the controversy here in the 
Capitol. The National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration reported ozone 
has declined for the first time 
since its measurement began 
in 1958. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency has begun 
research into what effect 


Freon gas and Genetron 
(another trade name) may 
have on the ozone layer. 

Finally, the Federal Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA), ruled that aerosol 
deodorants must print a war- 
ning of health hazards—after 
a year and a half, with another 
year and a half before non- 
labeled deodorant sprays are 
seized. 

BS 217 passed the Senate 
Health and Welfare Com- 
mittee but has a long way to 
go. It will be heard in the 
Senate Finance Committee on 
Monday, April 21 at 1:30 p.m. 

Opposition to the bill is ex- 
tremely strong. Will protec- 
tion from skin cancer, climate 
changes and_ ultraviolet 
radiation be amended away 
entirely? 

Committee hearings 
always announce the numbers 
of calls, letters and postcards 
received for and against a bill. 
Anthony Beilenson is Chair- 
man of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The Department of Health, 
714 P Street, is heavily relied 
upon by some legislators. It 
has so far taken a neutral 
stand on most issues, in- 
cluding aerosols.

Stravinsky’s compositions 
brought to life on stage

“Somewhere ‘twixt Rockhill 
and Lode 

A soldier on his homeward 
road 

Just ten days of hard-earned 
leave 

and he’s tramped from morn 
till eve.”’ 


The recited vocal line un- 
folds against shifting rhythms 
and dissonant counterpoint in 
the orchestra. “‘A Soldier's 
Tale’’ is a story of temptation, 
good acts and bad, greed and 
damnation. Igor Stravinsky 
and novelist C.F. Ramuz 
collaborated on this tale of

disenchantment, and Harry 
Newstone conducted a 
chamber orchestra with the 
Sacramento Civic Theater, in 
an excellent realization of the 
work last Sunday. 

A weary soldier on his way 
home rests beside a brook. As 
he plays his violin, an old man 
engages himself in trying to 
buy it from him. The soldier 
surrenders it inexchange fora 
book which can foretell the 
future and contains the 
secrets of wealth and power. 
The stage is thus set for a 
series of adventures, ending 
with the soldier's eventual 
destruction, because he has 
symbolically sold his soul to 
the devil. 

In the course of the drama, 
the soldier accumulates a for- 
tune, takes a princess for his 
wife, plays cards with the 
devil, and eventually meets 
with the curse to which he had 
succumbed at the very first. 

Stravinsky scored the 
music for a group of eight 
players. The spoken text is set 
for two readers (the soldier 
and the devil), a narrator and 
four dancers. The composer’s 
prime consideration was 
economy, so that he could 


Sacramento 
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mount a traveling dramatic 
production easily during 
World War I 

The work is replete with 
barren self-examination and 
tormenting doubt. fn this way 
itis characteristic of the mood 
of postwar Europe, the at- 
mosphere that gave rise to the 
existentialist philosophy. 

This was nowhere better 
brought to life than in the wry, 
mocking voice of narrator 
Charles Goff. Rather than 
simply reading his text, he 
embodied it. Vocal inflections 
dramatic pauses were held 
under the strictest control, 
and achieved their maximum 
effect. 

James Henderson as the 
soldier read his part with a 
clear grasp of its significance. 
His wide-eyed naivete was 
tragic in the best sense, beset 
by the onslaught of the in- 
solently nefarious Devil. Paul 
Larrea was excellent in his 
singleminded pursuit of per- 
niciousness. 

The dancers are a tasteful- 
addition for color and effect. 
Particularly noteworthy was 
Gary McKenzie as the devil. 
The orchestra was under 
superb control, commenting 
often on the action. 

This is a work that helped 
make Stravinsky's reputation 
as an interpreter of the mood 
of the 20th century, and last 
Sunday's performance did 
justice to his genius.
